A Tribute to Studio Ghibli Co-founder (RIP) 
By Kelly Sweeney Osato 


Famed Animation juggernaut Studio Ghibli is 
best known for the work of its co-founders, 
Hayao Miyazaki and Isao Takahata. Both 
masters of the medium, the two legendary 
auteurs seem to have challenged and inspired 
each other’s creative impulses for a nearly 
lifetime going back to their early days working 
at Toei Animation in the 1960s. Whether 
casual viewers find difficulty in separating one 
director’s output from the other, or armchair 
critics soak in the satisfaction of debating 
their contrasting aesthetics and work ethics, 
| would wager most folks would agree that 
were they to live forever, Miyazaki and 
Takahata’s collective works would continue to 
tastefully and gracefully trounce the increas- 
ingly unimaginative box office bloaters floated 
by big budget movie-mongers nowadays by 
continually slow-churning out the kind of 
timeless, enduring classics Studio Ghibli has 
become internationally renowned for, one 
painstakingly hand-painted frame at a time. 


But no one lives forever. On April 5th, 2018, 
Isao Takahata died of lung cancer in a Tokyo 
hospital at the age of 82, devastating the 
animation industry and sending Miyazaki, his 
former apprentice and close friend of 55 years, 
into a state of shock. For fans, the loss of such 
a brilliant talent has thrown into renewed relief 
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how shamefully underappreciated Takahata’s 
elegantly crafted and often devastatingly 
moving works are outside of Japan, especially 
when compared to Miyazaki’s own robust 
filmography and apparently willful hobnobbery. 
Personally speaking, what more could | possibly 
say other than the simple truth: movies are the 
best, and those touched by the hand of Takahata 
are so fully enchanting and emotionally potent 
that it's easy to catch a profound existential 
high while watching them.

Grave of the Fireflies (1988) 

If you’re unfamiliar with Takahata’s films this 
might not be the best place to start, but it 
is certainly his most universally critically 
acclaimed work, and with good reason. Often 
listed as one of the greatest movies of all time, 
Chicago Sun-Times critic Roger Ebert deemed 
it to be one of the best and most powerful 
war films, calling it "an emotional experience 
so powerful that it forces a rethinking of 
animation." The story follows a teenage 
boy struggling to keep himself and his little 
sister alive during the chaotic final months 


of World War Il in Japan, focusing the kind of 
tragic personal history often sidelined in war 
stories, eschewing the usual depiction of glory 
and heroics in favor of underlining why war 
itself signifies societal collapse. So yeah, maybe 
not the best place to start, but definitely the 
most hauntingly depressing film in the Studio 
Ghibli vault—in a good way. 


Pom Poko (1994) 

This film is definitely more light-hearted 
than Grave of the Fireflies, but that doesn’t 
mean it isn’t served with a side of seri- 
ousness. Pom Poko explores the everyday 
struggles tanuki (Japanese raccoons, or 
“raccoon dogs’) face as urban development 
efforts encroach upon the forests of their 
mountain homeland. But, oh you wanted a 
twist? Tanuki, in Japanese folklore, are famous 
for their shape-shifting abilities, due to their 
prominent testicles (referred to as “raccoon 
pouches” in the English dubbed version). 
With human construction sites inching 
ever closer to their natural sanctuaries, the 
wily tanuki embrace their almost forgotten 
morphability to frighten humans and reclaim 
their territory via eco-terrorism, media 
blitzes, and other staged tactics, including a 
wonderfully bizarre “ghost” parade. In the 
end, one question remains: if you can’t beat 
them, join them? 


The Tale of the Princess Kaguya 
(2013) 

Takahata’s exquisite final film showcases his 
epic take on the classic Japanese folktale “The 
Tale of the Bamboo Cutter,’ wherein a poor 
old man discovers a miniature girl inside a 
glowing bamboo shoot. Believing her to be a 
divine being, he takes the girl home to his wife 
to raise as their daughter/princess where she 
grows at an unnatural rate, wowing everyone 
who comes to know her. Wealth, regret, joy, 
revenge, love, grief, and cosmic transitions 
ensue, playing out in varying textures and 
hues like watching a pencil-edged watercolor 
singing, weeping, and bleed its heart out. 


Panda! Go, Panda! (1972) 

Considered by some to be a precursor of 
Miyazaki’s My Neighbor Totoro, this film is 
intended for a very young audience, or anyone 
that can relate to the impulse of instantly 
making friends with a random baby panda 
and subsequently adopting its panda family. 
Thematically, there is nothing too heavy to 
unpack here and the story flows along swim- 
mingly with little emotional effort beyond 
“awwwwww.. If you're craving a cute, action- 
packed sort of little kid adventure film the 
whole family can enjoy, and you prefer anime 
to animated features, this here’s your joint. 
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My Neighbors the Yamadas (1999) 

A stylized departure from traditional anime 
styles, this goofy-looking-at-a-glance comedy 
presents deep dives into the many compli- 
cated relationships inherent to everyday 
family life depicted with the cunning use of 
humorous vignettes that achieve a sort of 
animated comic strip effect. The strength, 
frustrations, and love these drawn characters 
exude are surprisingly believable at times, 
making for poignant filmmaking that yet again 
underlines Takahata’s impressive talents as a 
writer and director. 


Only Yesterday (1991) 

This was the first film that, as an adult, made 
me forget | was watching a film drawn and 
painted by humans, and the first film that 
flipped the script as far as what | thought 
was possible subject matter for an animated 
feature film. A realistic drama written for 
an adult audience, specifically women, Only 
Yesterday’s storytelling mechanisms operate 
within two worlds combined as experienced 
by main character Takeo: the first being the 
escape of agri-tourism as she leaves her big 
city professional life behind on vacation to 
the countryside to harvest safflowers and, 
the second, a series of fuzzy nostalgia trips 
back to her 5th grade childhood that, for 
some strange reason, accompany her along 
her journey. These pre-teen scenes are 
some of the most quietly powerful in the 
film, detailing adolescent hallmarks like first 
love, menstruation, and erratic emotional 
episodes with moving realism. Spoiler alert: 
this hindsight, combined with the current 
affairs of her adult life and the distractions of 
a country living worth drinking in, eventually 
leads to Takeo’s realization of who she is and, 
more importantly, who she wants to be. And 
it’s so, So good. 


The Kingdom of Dreams 

and Madness (2013) 

If you want a closer look into the inner 
workings of Studio Ghibli, particularly 
what the everyday life of animator Hayao 
Miyazaki entails (and the cats that populate 
the premises), | recommend checking out 
this documentary. Though Isao Takahata 
barely makes an appearance at all, | feel it 
necessary to include it here because, well, 
it seems his absence is his presence in a 
way, and Miyazaki talks about Takahata a lot. 
Plus, it captures some of the chaotic magic 
that one might expect to quietly thrive in 
a painstakingly artistic powerhouse such 
as Studio Ghibli HQ. Truly a must-see for 
any Ghibli fans, and a solid suggestion for 
anyone into footage of cats lounging around 
zen-like spaces. %

The Outer Limits: 1963-1964 
Season One (KINO LORBER) 

When I was a child, The Outer Limits trauma- 
tized me. Certain episodes I’ve never been 
able to forget. When | watched “The Mutant,” 
it kept me awake for days. Every time | closed 
my eyes | saw the horrifying gigantic popping 
eyes of the main character; they haunted my 
nightmares for years. Other episodes pack 
a similar punch. “The Zanti Misfits” with it’s 
huge human-faced stop motion insects is 
another set of images you won't soon forget. 
This episode is one of my favorite science 
fiction scripts from the ‘60s. The show was a 
gold mine of 60s stars and writing. 


The series has been released in many formats 
over the years but now at long last it’s finally 
come out on Blu-ray and this is the way a box 
set should be done. It is beautifully designed 
with nice graphics that highlight The Outer 
Limits wave signal logo. The gatefold design 
opens to reveal seven discs that are firmly held 
in secure spindles. This is important because 
lots of box sets are so crappily designed these 
days that discs shake loose and get scratched 
while they are being shipped, which is a real 
pain in the ass if you are getting something 
big and expensive like this. The set is packed 
with commentaries and other extras but 
what really makes it worth the steep price 
of admission is the incredible re-mastered 
quality of the episodes themselves. They 
look flawless, no dust, grain, or scratches. 
You almost feel like you are watching reality 
through an open window instead of an old 
film on aTV screen. The special effects scenes 
look especially pristine, and there are details 
about the monsters and models that you’ve 
never been able to see before. Even though 
the special effects were primitive by today’s 
CGI standards, one thing that is glaringly 
apparent in these new hi-def masters is that 
what they lacked in digital technology is more 
than made up for by the artistry of the special 
effects crew. In the hands of Jim Danforth and 
the rest of the crew at Project Unlimited, 
every alien world, spaceship, and monster 
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just looks so ’50s sci-fi badass cool that you’ll 
want to watch these episodes over an over 
again. The sound is equally improved, with 
the dialog crystal clear, and the wonderful 
background theme music has never sounded 
better. This show—along with The Twilight 
Zone and Star Trek—set the gold standard for 
the science fiction shows of their era. If you 
don’t trust me, Stephen King says basically the 
same thing in a quote on the back of the box. 
There were other shows from the ’60s like 
Lost In Space and Voyage To The Bottom of The 
Sea that were just goofy fun, but The Outer 
Limits was actually a quality show with real 
literary value. The scripts are marvelous, filled 
with great characters and thought-provoking 
plots that frequently played off some of the 
major political themes of the time. This series 
was filmed in the depths of the cold war so 
there is an almost palpable dread of nuclear 
Armageddon that hangs over many of the 
episodes. The black and white color palette of 
the show makes these dark themes resonate 
even more strongly. 


One of the most common themes in the show 
is that man’s own inner failings will always be 
his worst enemies and even his advanced 
technology will not be enough to save him 
from himself. No episode illustrates this 
better than “The Architects of Fear,” in which 
a group of scientists tries to transform one 
of their own members into an actual alien so 
that he can fake an invasion that will hopefully 
scare the nations of earth into uniting against 
an interstellar threat and not destroy each 
other with nuclear weapons. Their alien is 
horrifyingly successful, but, once again, human 
failings lead to an unexpected outcome. This 
episode is particularly sad and tragic, which 
is saying a lot since many of these episodes 
have dark endings. That was one of the things 
that made The Outer Limits stand out. In an 
era where every TV show had a happy, feel- 
good ending, The Outer Limits was not afraid to 
go where the plot led even if that was a sad, 
horrifying, or utterly pessimistic place. Joseph 
Stefano, the writer-producer of the series, 
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SEASON ONE 


didn’t pull punches and, as a result, many of 
these episodes will linger in your thoughts 
long after you’ve watched them. 


Endless Poetry 

Directed by Alejandro Jodorowsky 
(ENDLESS POETRY, ABKCO) 

Alejandro Jodorowsky is in his late-’80s but 
he’s still making movies. Cinema’s arguably 
greatest maverick is not going quietly into 
that good night. In fact, this is the second film 
he’s put out in the past five years. Both films 
have been biographical in nature although, 
like the rest of Jodorosky’s films, reality is 
often just a launch pad for 
his surrealist flights of fantasy. 
Just like Federico Fellini, in 
Jodorowsky’s movies it’s hard 
to tell where reality ends 
and fantasy begins. In fact, 
this movie has some obvious 
nods to Fellini films such as 8 
!/2 and Juliette of The Spirits. 
But make no mistake, this 
movie is pure Jodorosky and 
goes to places Fellini could 
never imagine. Just like the 
rest of his films, there are 
things in this movie you'll 
never be able to unsee. One 
scene depicts a performance art piece where 
an armless man enlists audience partici- 
pation to help him caress and make love to 
his wife,and it is one of the more disturbing 
things I’ve seen in years. Let’s make a check list 
for this film: Random disemboweling? Check. 
Love triangle with a dwarf? Check. A mother 
whose only way to communicate is by singing 
opera? Check.A parade of skeletons? Check. 
Weird Freudian sex? Check. Strange orgies of 
psychedelic art? Check. In fact, this checklist 
could go on almost forever, because on one 
level this is a mere biography and on another 
this is a movie about life, the universe, and 
everything. This film and its predecessor are 
the works of an artist at the end of his life 
trying to teach us the lessons he has learned 
and what it all means. On a certain level, this 








is one of the drawbacks of the film. Endless 
Poetry is not as good as The Holy Mountain, 
El Topo, and Santa Sangre because those 
films were delirious searches for the truth, 
whereas this film is made by a man who has 
his answers and wants to explain them to 
us. It’s a calmer more controlled work. That 
difference in tone makes this a more, dare we 
say, “traditional” film than Jodorosky’s early 
deranged masterpieces. But that is no slight 
against this picture; the only one Jodorosky is 
in competition with is the earlier version of 
himself. This is probably the most crazed and 
surreal movie that will be released this year. 
Jodorosky is still in a category 
unto himself. 


The Projected Man 
Directed by lan Curteis 
and John Croydon 

4 (SHOUT FACTORY) 

When | was a kid this movie 
used to play on TV all the 
time. But then | didn’t see it 
for decades until it reached 
the point where this film 
became an almost dreamlike, 
dimly-remembered childhood 
memory. It never came out on 
video or DVD or any format 
in the U.S. until now. Since Shout Factory 
is the company that puts out the movies of 
your childhood dreams, they are of course 
the ones who finally released The Projected 
Man. The story is about the horrible side 
effects of matter teleportation and in many 
ways this movie is like a remake of The Fly 
starring Vincent Price. The plots of the two 
films are essentially the same but after the 
mad scientists suffer their accidents, the films 
go in different directions. The main character 
of The Fly seeks a cure and redemption, but 
the scientist in The Projected Man mainly wants 
revenge. Revenge is easy for him because his 
accident has left him with the ability to kill 
with a single touch of his hand. So the scientist/ 
victim in The Projected Man starts killing both 
his enemies and innocent bystanders. The last 
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hour of this film is a creepy fun ride. With 
his horribly disfigured face and lethal touch, 
the Projected Man is a classic monster, the 
stuff of Saturday matinee nightmares. This 
movie totally lived up to my memories. Shout 
Factory’s transfer of the film is immaculately 
perfect. The flawless picture and sound, and 
tons of bonus materials, make watching this a 
sumptuous guilty pleasure. 


Thor: Ragnarok 

Directed by Taika Waititi 

(MARVEL STUDIOS) 

What a great movie! It’s pure entertainment 
of the type that Marvel excels 
at. This movie works on 
many levels; it’s great science 
fiction, action, drama, and 
even comedy all simultane- 
ously. It’s got a great story, 
good acting and pacing, and 
wonderful sets, costumes, 
and special effects. Like every 
recent Marvel movie, the 
story feeds into the Avengers: 
Infinity War plot line, but it 
also succeeds quite well on 
its own. My daughter and | 
have been watching all the 
Marvel shows and movies and know how 
every related plot thread connects together, 
but my wife hasn’t watched any of that stuff 
and she enjoyed this movie just as much as 
me when we watched it together. That’s quite 
a feat, because the Marvel universe has gotten 
really complicated these days, so it takes great 
skill to make a new Marvel movie that doesn’t 
need a guidebook for one to understand it. 


This is the third Thor movie but it is almost 
equally a sequel and a prequel to the recent 
Avengers movies. It picks up with Thor 
wandering the universe performing his usual 
godlike deeds of heroism. He is imprisoned by 
the fire demon Surtur who tells him that the 
realm of the gods itself will soon be destroyed 
in a cosmic armaggedon known as Ragnarok. 
After dispatching Surtur and a really cool 
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dragon, Thor returns home to find that his 
evil brother, Loki, has stolen the throne by 
disguising himself as Odin. Thor takes Loki to 
earth to locate Odin with the help of Doctor 
Strange. Odin is dying, and his death releases 
his first born daughter, Hela, who destroys 
Thor’s hammer, conquers Asgard, and casts 
Thor and Loki into space. They land on a 
junkyard planet ruled by Jeff Goldblum who 
forces Thor to fight the Incredible Hulk in an 
arena. Do Thor, the Hulk, and Loki escape? Is 
Asgard saved? I’m not going to give away any 
more spoilers, but let’s just say that answering 
these two questions is tons of fun and pure 
Marvel entertainment. 


All I'll say about the ending is 
that it is quite spectacular and 
perfectly dovetails into the 
new Avengers movie. It seems 
that Marvel can do no wrong 
these days and this movie 
is one of my favorites from 
the franchise. As usual, the 
best parts of this film came 
from the original comics it 
was based on. Thor was the 
creation of Jack Kirby and 
Stan Lee, and a lot of their 
original visions and story lines make it into 
this picture. All the major characters except 
Jeff Goldblum’s come straight from them. The 
same is true of the major plot points. The 
whole Surtur/ Hela/Ragnarok story is straight 
from Lee and Kirby’s ’’Tales Of Asgard” series. 
Even the guest-starring Hulk is another Lee/ 
Kirby creation. Stan Lee and Jack Kirby were 
the two greatest creators in the history of 
comics and the filmmakers were smart to 
stay close to their original vision. There are 
good reasons why the Marvel franchise is the 
most valuable in world history. Underneath all 
the special effects and million dollar budgets, 
there is a solid foundation of great characters 
and stories. Kirby’s marvelous cosmic visions 
have also made it into all the recent films. It’s 
too bad he didn’t live long enough to see any 
of these movies. He would have loved them. 





Blade Runner 2049 


Directed by Denis Villeneuve 
(WARNER BROS.) 

This was a really polarizing movie. Everyone | 
asked about it either loved or hated it. Either 
they thought it was the new intellectual and 
stylistic future of science fiction cinema or they 
thought it was just confusing, slow, and boring. 
Some people went so far as to call it, “the best 
science fiction movie ever made.” | watched 
it with my wife and, while she thought it was 
well made, she found the pace too plodding. 
“It’s like you can see where the plot is going 
but it takes the movie 20 minutes to get there 
when they could easily have done it in five,” 
she said. But you know who would have really 
loved this movie? Philip K. Dick, who wrote 
the original novel Do Androids Dream Of Electric 
Sheep? I’ve read most of Dick’s short stories 
and more than ten of his novels, and one of 
his main themes was that the more we make 
our technology resemble ourselves, the more 
that tech will actually be like us. In novels like 
We Can Build You, he asks the question: once we 
develop androids and robots that are exactly 
like us, how can they not actually be human? 
It’s kind of like that old argument, if it looks 
like a duck, and acts like a duck... except in 
Dick’s world you replace the word “duck” with 
“human.” Blade Runner 2049 examines similar 
ideas better than any movie | have ever seen. 
The main character has an artificial intelli- 
gence program similar to Siri on our iPhones. 
Over the course of the film, this Al program 
becomes as human and likable as any of the 
actual humans in the movie. And many times 
in this film it’s hard to tell who the “real” 
humans are because androids, who are indis- 
tinguishable from them, are hiding throughout 
society. The new film picks up 30 years after 
the events of the last one (Ridley Scott’s 1982 
sci-fi masterpiece). Ryan Gosling portrays one 
of the new generation of “blade runners” who 
are bounty hunters tasked with hunting down 
renegade androids on the run and hidden in 
human society. The twist to this new movie 
is that Gosling and the other blade runners 
are themselves androids, although they lack 
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the free will of the renegade models they are 
hunting down. But Gosling’s character starts to 
develop free will as he’s drawn into a complex 
mystery surrounding an android who may have 
actually given birth. This beautifully made movie 
completely deserved its Oscars for best cine- 
matography and visual effects. The dystopian 
California of the future the film portrays is a 
completely realized place. But the film’s real ace 


in the hole is Harrison Ford. Just as in Star Wars: 


The Force Awakens, he seems to be the silver 
lining in everything he appears in. If you are a 
lover of science fiction, you have to see this 
movie. It might not be the best science fiction 
movie ever made but Philip K. Dick himself 
would have definitely given it the thumbs up. 


Open Water 3: Cage Dive 
Directed by Gerald Rascionado 
(LIONSGATE) 

It’s a shark movie. So let's face it, when it comes 
to jumps and scares, this is like shooting fish 
in a barrel. But sharks are such a primordial 
fear for all of us that this movie is still quite 
effective. Unlike the rest of Hollywood’s CGI 
monsters, sharks are real and all of us know 
in the backs of our heads that at sometime 
in our lives we will be on or over the ocean 
and something like this could happen to us. 
That’s why by the time people end up in the 
water we're rooting for them no matter how 
unlikable they are, because there but for the 
grace of god. The first half hour of the movie 
is insufferable because the main characters are 
totally annoying people from Laguna Beach. 
This is one of the tiresome chores of shark 
movies: you have to spend the first part of the 
movie getting to know the bait. Finally they 
ended up on a shark dive boat off the coast 
of Australia and the ball got rolling. And it got 
rolling fast. First there’s some exciting shark 
cage footage and then everything goes bat shit 
crazy as the boat is hit by a rogue wave, and it 
capsizes and sinks. Then all the passengers and 
crew are in the water bobbing around with a 
bunch of blood, bait, and hungry great whites. 
That’s when the fun starts and the scares and 
thrills never let up until the grim ending. This 
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movie is essentially a remake of the first one 
except that instead of a married couple in the 
water, it’s a three person love triangle. It’s a 
simple formula but an effective one. At times, 
all the hand held video cam footage can make 
this feel like the Blair Witch Project gets eaten 
by sharks, but what the hell—it’s scary and fast 
moving and the great white scenes are quite 
realistic and effective. 


The Devil’s Rain 

Directed by Robert Fuest 

(SEVERIN FILMS) 

This ’70s horror classic is one of the best 
devil-worshipper movies 
ever made. There is so much 
scenery chewing going on 
in this film that by the end 
there’s basically = nothing 
left behind the characters. 
The Devil’s Rain is a_ real 
Hollywood who’s who. You 
have Ernest Borgnine who 
is brilliant as the head of 
the devil-worshipping cult, 
William Shatner as one of 
the main heroes, Eddie Albert, 
and even John Travolta in his first film role. The 
film starts with the supernatural death of a 
family patriarch during a torrential rainstorm. 
The man literally melts into a puddle. So his 
son (Shatner) goes to confront the man who 
killed him (Borgnine) in a nearby ghost town 
in the middle of the desert. What ensues is a 
war between Shatner’s family and Borgnine’s 
devil-worshipping cult of evil. The script is 
tight and snappy and the cinematography is 
beautiful. The ending of this movie is legendary 
and it’s lost none of its epic punch since this 
first came out in 1975. If anything, it looks 
even more breathtaking re-mastered in high- 
def. Severin Films does their usual excellent 
job with this release. The Blu-ray picture 
looks flawless, with every drop of melting 
flesh rendered in perfect detail. There’s loads 
of extras including some coverage of Anton 
LaVey, the head of the Church of Satan, who 
worked as a creative consultant on the film. 
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The Lost Worlds of Gerry 
Anderson (P| HOMEVIDEO) 

What a great DVD set, especially for fans 
of Anderson’s unique miniaturized world of 
science fiction. Most of these are the lost 
pilot episodes that never got greenlighted. All 
of them have the incredibly cool, groovy look 
that permeated everything Gerry Anderson 
did. Some of these were misfires like the 
stop motion animation Dick Spanner, which 
is a smutty comedy that’s definitely not for 
kids. It’s busy and bawdy, and almost reminds 
one of the Little Annie Fanny comics Harvey 
Kurtzman did for Playboy. There’s also The 
Investigator, the last kids show 
produced with the original 
puppet crew who worked 
on his 60s children’s master- 
pieces like Thunderbirds and 
Stingray. Live action shows 
like Space Patrol and The Day 
After Tomorrow also appear. 
In fact, these two pilots are 
worth the price of this set 
alone because they are as 
good as anything Anderson 
ever did. The miniatures work 
is especially amazing. Every spaceship, space 
station, or vehicle in these movies is so neat 
looking that you just want to run out and 
buy a model or a toy of them. My favorite of 
these lost episodes is The Day After Tomorrow, 
which was created by the same people who 
worked on Space 1999. Although The Day 
After Tomorrow was the show that didn’t make 
the cut, one can’t help but think of what 
might have been. The Day After Tomorrow is 
fast-paced action adventure sci-fi, which 
quickly moves from one cliffhanger to the 
next. The pace is so fast you almost can’t find 
a place to pause it if you want to stop and use 
the bathroom or get a snack. The two-disc 
set clocks in at just shy of six hours and it’s 
an embarrassment of riches. Roughly four 
hours of that are the lost pilot episodes and 
then there are a couple of hours of bonus 
features, which include raw footage, test cuts, 
and other goodies.

Robert Schumann —

Out of all the major warhorse composers 
who delved into the world of writing sympho- 
nies (Mozart, Beethoven, Sibelius, Schubert, 
Brahms, Bruckner, Dvorak, Mahler, et al) it’s the 
symphonies of Schumann which conductors 
seem to have the most trouble with. The Swiss 
composer/conductor Heinz Holliger adequately 
states in a recent Gramophone magazine article 
that:“‘He [Schumann] does not write out every- 
thing; he doesn’t tell you which voice is the 
principal and which accompanies; nor whether 
one instrument should have a diminuendo while 
the others crescendo. To make a Schumann 
symphony sound light and transparent, as he 
intended, takes a lot of rehearsal. Each player 
needs to know whether they’re playing part of 
only the harmony, or whether they are involved 
in the counterpoint. Schumann was a great 
writer of words too, and you need to under- 
stand how close the phrasing is to speech. But 
many conductors are not so interested in this 
background; they just play what they read.’ And 
from this, Holliger adds, “...the conductors real- 
ized that you cannot try to sight-read Schumann; 
if you do, the music is completely grey.’ So 
yes, readings of Schumann’s symphonies have 
often been criticized as sounding muddled and 
disconnected. Nonetheless, in this recording 
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of Schumann’s symphonies with Michael Tilson 
Thomas leading the San Francisco Symphony, 
the sound of the orchestra is bursting with 
colors and textures as these symphonies are 
brought to a picturesque glow. 


Listening to a Schumann symphony, to me at 
least, is similar to picking up a quality novel 
as the author diligently paints the setting for 
the reader to become engaged in. The difficult 
part for the listener is to try and push aside 
all of ones daily distractions/thoughts one 
normally obtains throughout the day and set 
them aside so as to focus on the dramatists 
vision. Schumann’s vision is nimble and quick as 
phrases waft and glide throughout the air with 
very little (or no) traction. Without pronounced 
diminuendos and crescendos the music (as well 
as one’s focus) becomes lost. The San Francisco 
Symphony does a beautiful job of arousing lavish 
tones and cadences/inflections. Maestro Thomas 
has unquestionably taken a great deal of inspec- 
tion and study of these four symphonies so as 
to bring about an extensive amount of tones/ 
shades from the score and implement them 
into the sound of his orchestra. As a master 
communicator, Tilson Thomas understands 
what to emphasize/accent in Schumann’s many 
different phrases within each symphony. Some- 
times these different phrases can seem to sound 
separated from the main score but that’s more 
of a Schumann trait. Mr. Thomas’ focus is empha- 
sizing modulations and changes within each idio- 
syncratic phrase while transporting the focused 
listener to places far, far away, well beyond what 
you thought was conceivable. These are truly 
remarkable readings of symphonies from a very 
imaginative composer. 


Unfortunately this set will co$t you as the 
recordings (SACD Hybrid) are of the highest 
quality and performed by an extremely talented 
group of musicians as The San _ Francisco 
Symphony truly are. Thanks to maestro Michael 
Tilson Thomas, the S.F Symphony is now known 
as one of the most highly regarded symphonies 
in the world. So yes, this lavish 2-CD (SACD 
Hybrid) set isWERY highly recommended.indeed. 


Bela Bartok — Violin Concertos 


Nos. | & 2 (ERATO)

Hungarian composer Béla Bartok wrote 
his first violin concerto when he was at the 
youthful age of only 26 and hopelessly in love 
with the Hungarian violinist Stefi Geyer who 





never reciprocated his advances. The touching 
first movement of the first concerto is beauti- 
fully performed by the French violinist, Renaud 
Capugon which seems to closely echo the 
longing Bartok must have felt in his young heart. 
I’ve heard multiple recordings of different violin- 
ists perform this movement before but never as 
warm and moving as Capucon does here. 


As this first violin concerto is not a part of the 
traditional three movement standard repertoire, 
the second and final movement presents the 
listener with a sharp difference from the romantic 
and engaging previous opening passage. Capucon’s 
playing is more angular & tempestuous creating a 
more boisterous image of Bartok’s darling. There 
are abrupt upheavals from the orchestra (most 
likely mirroring Geyer’s unrequited response) 
as Capucon’s playing has a contentious battle to 
subdue his loves untoward response. This first 
concerto was most definitely written from the 
core of Bartok’s being. 


The second violin concerto, written 30 years 
later, is a clear departure from his romantic first. 
Composed during a pre-war Hungary time of 
great political stress (1937) Bartok must have 
experienced quite an unsettling period of a 
much different nature than the romantic kind. 
Despite the dissonant phrases which both the 
orchestra and the violin brawl over, the tone 
of Capucon’s violin is still rich with passion and 
warmth. No matter how discordant the music 
might proceed | find it amazing how engaging & 
appealing the sound is of Mr. Capucon’s violin. 


There is also a vast richness of great shifts/varia- 
tions in both the orchestration and lead violin 
throughout the three movements detailing and 
pronouncing the extraordinary freedom and 
flexibility of Bartok’s complicated composition 


which is simplified due to masterful playing by 
both Capucon himself along with the wonderful 
London Symphony Orchestra. Unequivocally 
these are the most engaging and warmest 
sounding recordings of Bartok’s violin concertos 
out on the market to date. Renaud Capucgon 
with Francois-Xavier Roth leading the LSO has 
accomplished a truly jaw-dropping performance. 
If you ever felt that Bartok’s music seemed too 
frigid, academic and dry for your taste | strongly 
urge you to give this recording a try. One listen 
should transform your thinking.

Maurice Ravel — DEUX

The opening phrase of Poulenc’s only Violin 
Sonata launches off this dynamic disc as the 
Moldovan violinist Patricia Kopatchinskaja and 
Russian pianist Polina Leschenko speed ahead 
with explosive runs from their respective 
instruments. As compelling as the first move- 
ment of Poulenc’s Violin Sonata truly is there are 
strong hints, in some of the many passages, of 
American jazz which Miss Kopatchinskaja aptly 
fulfills. These are quick and speedy locutions that 
suddenly evaporate into a Gershwin-like melody 
that Kopatchinskaja’s violin adopts. Notably a 
few of the many melodic runs recall not only 
Gershwin but even Tchaikovsky’s “Eugene 
Onegin.’ 


The touching 2nd movement recalls images of 
the Belle Epoque era as Kopatchinskaja’s violin 
alongside Miss Leschenko’s piano blend charm- 
ingly into salon-like images. Poulenc dedicated 
this sonata to the memory of the Spanish poet, 
Federico Garcia Lorca who died several years 
before this piece was composed as the 3rd 
movement develops, at times, into more violent 
flurries. But the underlining feature throughout 
this performance is the ease of how both ladies 
vary the tone of their respected instruments 
with interesting bends and distortions. Both the 
piano and violin snake and slither in and around 
each other knowing exactly at what point each 
instrumentalist should begin to color/distort 
their notes. VERY impressive and entertaining. 


Polina Leschenko’s solo piano of Dohnanyi’s 
piano arrangement of a waltz from the ballet, 
Coppelia, by Delibes is rather charming with 
it’s ornamented cluster of notes that are very 
delicately played. But the following piece is 
an odd surprise; Bartok’s 2nd violin sontata, a 
dissonant two movement piece that begins 
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with an improvisational Romanian melody. A 
sort of loose dialogue between both the violin 
and piano which join together for an eccentric 
dance. There are short but violent bursts of rage 
in both movements. How both women execute 
such an abstract piece of music is quite remark- 
able as the volatility of a whole host of accents 
are astonishing to hear. 


This multifaceted disc ends with Ravel’s 
“Tzigane,” a french name stemmed from the 
term for “gypsy.” Here we have a dreamy styl- 
ized kaleidoscope of impressionistic colors 
which move in and out of focus yet never lose 
the sense of excitement and stimulation. This is 
the perfect piece for a highly talented violinist 
to show off their talents. Patricia Kopatchinskaja 
succeeds with flying colors. If you’re looking for 
stimulation with unexpected twists and turns | 
highly recommend you give “Deux’’ a listen to. In 
just under 53 minutes of music the listener will 
hear the most musically talented duo in exis- 
tence today. 


Claude Debussy — Estampes 


- Images - Children’s Corner 
(HYPERION)

As this year marks the [00th anniversary of 
Claude Debussy’s death (1918) | felt it would 
be fitting to include a recent recording of this 
marvelous composers work since a great deal of 
new recordings have lately surfaced. The British 
pianist (composer, writer, painter, professor, cler- 
gyman) Stephen Hough wears many hats so well 
that the Economist magazine dubbed him one of 
the top 20 living polymaths in the world. Not that 
any of us should keep tabs on this sort of thing 
but it does show us how disciplined this man 
truly is. And especially as a pianist Mr. Hough is 
quite a force to behold as he has recorded well 
over 50 CDs from many warhorse composers 
to even championing lesser known ones as well. 
But this latest one of Debussy’s is a real keeper. 


JANUARY 


All of the pieces in this recording (Estampes; 
Images | & Il; Children’s Corner) have been 
played countless times. And a great deal of the 
pianists who have made Debussy’s piano work 
a part of their repertoire are wonderful inter- 
preters. Hough is no different. His precision in 
handling the opening “Estampes” is impressive. 
Both the left and right hand are each playing 
a different cluster of notes simultaneously 
with breathtaking balance. Again, there are 
numerous pianists who are no different from 
Mr. Hough’s playing yet still it’s notable coming 
from a pianist who tackles so many different 
composers, both known and unknown. His 
diverse dexterity, to me, simply becomes more 
pronounced.

For 
me, one of the true measures of determining 
true talent in any field, is the ease in which the 
performer performs. If one can make a difficult 
task look easy to accomplish then that right 
there is a crucial indication that one is witnessing 
a great talent. Hough is the epitome of such an 
attribute. He’s an artist worth looking into so 
why not start here?

If you’re a Funkadelic fan this piece of essential 
listening belongs in your collection. It may not 
be the definitive document of the Funkadelic 
live experience but there’s still a lot to like here. 
One of my co-workers claims that this is “too 
meandering” for his tastes and there is some 
truth to that. The versions of “I Call My Baby 
Pussycat” and “All Your Goodies Are Gone” go 
on for way too long and have too much useless 
banter with the audience, but other parts of this 
show are positively driving with amazing heavy 
psychedelic guitar work by Eddie Hazel. “Alice 
In My Fantasies” for example gets the album 
started like a runaway freight train. There’s a 
hilarious typo on the back cover where it claims 
that “Maggot Brain” is only four minutes long. 
“How can they play ‘Maggot Brain’ in less than 
five minutes?” | asked myself when | saw that. 
Answer: They can’t. The track actually clocks in 
at around I|5 minutes and is a wonderful epic 
raging version. George Clinton is about to retire 
from touring so now is a great time to pick up 
this disc so that you can still immerse yourself in 
the monster he made. Live Funkadelic was like 
a potent force of nature and discs like this are 
valuable archives of one of the best live bands in 
the history of music. 


ia Night Of The Living Dead 
(1963) [Criterion] -— Directed 


by George Romero 

This is one of the best movies ever made. Period. 
It would make any Top Five Horror Movie List 
and should make it into the Top Ten of any 
critic's 10 Best Movies Ever Made List. George 
Romero said that Orson Wells was his favorite 
director and that he tried to shoot this film in 
Wells’ style. Well, he succeeded because this is 
the Citizen Kane of horror movies. Romero ran 
a company in Pittsburgh that made TV commer- 
cials for local businesses and shot this movie in 
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his spare time using his equipment from work. 
The film was shot on a shoestring budget but 
went on to become hugely successful and even- 
tually became one of the most well known 
movies ever made. It changed the course of 
horror cinema and created the entire modern 
zombie genre. The plot is fairly simple:a group of 
strangers find themselves barricaded in a lonely 
farmhouse while a horde of undead zombies 
tries to break in and eat them. At times the 
violence inside the house mirrors that on the 
outside. In Romero’s hands, this simple story 
becomes a metaphor for not just contemporary 
America, but all of mankind. The story comes 
roaring out of the starting gate and doesn’t let 
up until the grim horrifying ending. It’s one of the 
darkest visions ever committed to film and has 
lost none of its punch over the years, if anything, 
it’s more relevant today than ever. There have 
been many versions of this released over the 
years, but this Criterion Collection Blu-ray is by 
far the best. The picture and sound are immacu- 
late and there are hours of bonus features which 
even include an alternate version of the film. This 
belongs in any movie lover’s collection. 


ia The Lost World (1925) -

The Lost World: Flicker Alley/ Blackhawk Films: 
Blu-ray: This silent movie is the first masterpiece 
created by Willis O’Brien who went on to make 
King Kong. It’s the first humans verses dinosaurs 
film ever made and one of the all time classics 
of world cinema. The story follows Professor 
Challenger as he leads an expedition to a South 
American plateau where dinosaurs still live. 
After a series of adventures atop the plateau, 
a brontosaurus plunges off a cliff into a swamp 
and Professor Challenger takes the dinosaur to 
London where it escapes. Bedlam ensues. This 
is a great sci-fi movie and Spielberg’s remakes 
have nothing on the original. The stop motion 
effects are not as smooth as those in King Kong 
but they’re still pretty impressive. This is one of 
the best silent film restorations ever created. 
Flicker Alley scoured the world for any collec- 
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tor’s prints and combined them into this new 
edition which is the most complete cut ever 
assembled. It is far longer than any other version 
that has ever been released. They also did huge 
amounts of restoration work on the film itself. 
The end result looks amazing for a movie that 
is almost a hundred years old. The disc is also 
loaded with bonus features including a number 
of short animated films by Willis O’Brien that 
have never been seen before. 


The Residents — 
Duck Stab/ Buster And Glen 


[2-CD Preserved Edition] 
(CRYPTIC CORPORATION)

This special edition celebrates and creates the 
definitive document of some of The Residents’ 
very best work. In my humble opinion, Duck Stab 
is their best album and a distillation of every- 
thing that makes them so wonderful, beautiful 
and strange. Tunes like “Blue Rosebuds” and 
“Hello Skinny” are the epitome of their whole 
aesthetic. The skeletons of these tunes may be 
traditional pop and rock and roll but the flesh on 
these bones are heavy slabs of Art Brut, disso- 
nant noise, and a kind of dark sonic surrealism. 
These two EPs have been released many times 
over the years but this is the best version so far. 
The original EPs have been lovingly remastered 
and have the best sound quality they have ever 
had. The Residents have also raided their vaults 
and loaded up this release with possibly the 
most generous helping of bonus tracks I’ve ever 
seen on a re-issue. There are twenty six, count 
"em, TWENTY SIX bonus tracks on this. All the 
extra tracks from the original recording sessions 
and live shows of that era appear to be here. 
There are also various live interpretations of the 
songs that have been played over the ensuing 
decades. Any Residents fan should definitely 
repurchase this, the band has made it more than 
worth your while. It’s worth it just for the inclu- 
sion of the ultra rare track “Santa Dog ’78,” the 
best and most horrifying Christmas song ever 
recorded. 


The Complete Crumb 


by R. Crumb 

(FANTAGRAPHICS BOOKS) 

Robert Crumb produced some of the best art 
in the underground comics movement. Zap, 
Weirdo, Mr. Natural, his comics are legendary. It 
was lowbrow cartooning, but Crumb managed 
to inject even the most base material with a 
kind of fine art cosmic hippy higher conscious- 
ness that elevated everything to another level. 
Some of his strips like “People, You Gotta Love 
Em” are the best that the comics medium ever 


produced. Characters like Mr. Natural and Fritz 
The Cat have become indelible icons of Amer- 
ican culture. Crumb’s strips run the entire gamut 
from serious biographies of blues musicians to 
X-rated animal sex romps. He is one of the most 
unique, funny, and thought-provoking artists in 
the history of comics. Fantagraphics has put out 
16 volumes in this series. The ball really gets 
rolling in Volume 3 when Fritz The Cat shows 
up. The next three or four volumes contain 
his most well known ’60s work. But Crumb’s 
comics have been a constant evolution and the 
strips just get better and better right up through 


the last volume.

Disco Inferno — D. I. Go Pop /

Disco Inferno was a British post-rock trio that 
crafted three special albums and an assortment 
of EPs in their short existence. The 1991 debut, 
Open Doors, Closed Windows was a gray stroke 
of post-punk, indebted to forefathers Wire and 





Joy Division. But it was with their sophomore 
release, the ironically-titled D. |. Go Pop, released 
in late February 1994, where the band went full- 
tilt sample-based post-rock (inspired by Massive 
Attack’s Blue Lines, The Orb’s Adventures Beyond 
The Ultraworld, My Bloody Valentine’s Loveless, 
and the production techniques of Public Enemy 
and The Bomb Squad), building songs from audio 
samples of angry voices, car crashes, running 
water (opening highlight “In Sharky Water’’), 
breaking glass, shuttering camera clicks (“Star- 
bound: All Burnt Out & Nowhere To Go”), and 
myriad other found sounds. Ironically titled, D. I. 
Go Pop turned out to be the band’s least-acces- 
sible album. But it just might be their crowning 
masterpiece as well: a busy, bold, and nihilistic 
album that’s not completely impenetrable, and 
adorned with one of the most striking album 
covers of all time (with a photo of a rural English 
countryside emblazoned with D.1’s sound waves 
logo, free of title or artist name). The band’s third 
and final album, 1996’s Technicolour, was actually 
Disco Inferno “going pop’”—the trio took their 
sampling techniques and created a bright, joyful- 
sounding melange of kooky samples, resulting in 
some of their catchiest tunes ever (like the Iggy 
Pop “Lust For Life”-sampling “It’s A Kid’s World,” 
the fireworks-exploding of “I’m Still In Love,” or 
the downright sumptuous “Sleight Of Hand”). 
The band had already broken up by the time of 
the album’s release, cruelly underrated and over- 
looked. A compilation entitled The 5 EPs was 
released in September 2011, gathering the five 
out-of-print extended-plays the band released 
during the fruitful sample-based era (1992's 
Summer’s Last Sound, 1993’s A Rock To Cling To 
and The Last Dance, and 1994’s Second Language 
and It’s A Kid’s World). The 5 EPs perfectly displays 
both sides of the sample-based era’s coin: the 
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undeniably catchy (the New Order-esque “The 
Last Dance” and its |2” extended version “The 
Long Dance,” for example) and the overwrought 
(the haunting yet pretty “Love Stepping Out,’ 
among many others). One Little Indian Records 
have served up remastered |80-gram vinyl reis- 
sues of D. |. Go Pop, Technicolour, and the double 
album The 5 EPs, with stunning clarity and hand- 
some packaging. The music sounds alive and 
punchy; the samples and nuances of the songs 
have never sounded better. One Little Indian did 
a tremendous job with these reissues. 


GAS — Rausch 


(KOMPAKT)

Discovering GAS last year (thank you, Christy) 
was a refreshing breath of air. Thumping house 
beats lurking hazily behind ominous, foreboding 
drones of ambience, lengthy compositions, eerily 
unsettling atmospheres abound... sounds good 
to me! Wolfgang Voigt, the man of a million moni- 
kers, taps a dark vein with his GAS alias, evoking 
the artist’s memories of LSD trips through 
German forests. After a lengthy hiatus, he resur- 
rected GAS last year with the beautiful, modern 
classical-leaning Narkopop, and now the quick 
follow-up record Rausch. Comprising one long 
composition (split into parts solely for naviga- 
tional purposes), Rausch is Voigt’s darkest release 
since 1997’s Zauberberg. Despite my being late 
to the party with knowing GAS’s music, | feel 
ultimately enriched and enlivened having heard 
it; and while | am at a loss for better descriptors 
other than “ambient,” “haunting,” and “eerie,” 
the album is a brooding and mesmerizing hour 
to get immersed in. 


Hilary Woods - Colt 

(SACRED BONES)

Her music is not quite 
folk, not quite experimental, not quite modern 
classical; somewhere in between chamber and 
ambient. Colt may appear delicate, but repeat 
listens will reveal a core that’s deeper and 
heavier; world-weary sighs revealing lovelorn 
ache and longing.A fascinating debut. 


Courtney Marie Andrews - 


May Your Kindness Remain

Courtney Marie Andrews’ sixth album May Your 
Kindness Remain is a richly textured and moving 
album of lush, Americana-infused balladry and 
gently rollicking country. Lyrically, Andrews 
addresses modern depression, from the plight 
of the paycheck-to-paycheck workingman to 
the very-long-ago-death of the “American 
Dream.’ Vocally, she stuns like any of the time- 
less country crooners of the 1970s.

| checked the album out on a whim without any 
preconceived knowledge of its contents, and I’m 
really glad | did. May Your Kindness Remain is a 
powerful and shimmering snapshot of modern 
times. 


Belong — October Language

Austria’s Spectrum Spools recently reissued an 
excellent vinyl re-pressing of October Language, 
the debut album from obscure New Orleans- 
based duo Belong. The album, originally released 
in February 2006, is an ever-blossoming progres- 
sion of drones and pure shoegazing noise, hazy 
and mysterious, building and building until it feels 
like all the sounds are going to collapse inwards 
on one another in a dense, glorious explosion. 
It’s hard to separate the album’s dark, sonic 
bombardment from the imagery of destruction 
and misery that resulted from Hurricane Katrina 
(much in the same way William Basinski’s The 
Disintegration Loops invariably soundtracked the 
September I1 terrorist attacks), but October 
Language is a noise epic to behold. 


Oren Ambarchi - Grapes From

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sophisticated Voodoo Jazz 
of the ‘00s

So you just found a Mystic Skull board game with all the pieces at the swapmeet and you are 
having some friends coming over to play it before watching Val Lewton’s 1943 classic, | Walked 
with a Zombie. You frustratingly find yourself digging through your vinyl vaults and cannot seem 
to find the right music to set the eerie atmosphere you desire. Let my red chicken foot charm 
point you the way to the records you seek...some for the music, others for their covers. 


Robert Drasnin’s |959 album titled Voodoo, is truly superb. You can easily feel entranced from 
the music, luring your mind deep into a forbidden jungle while listening to “Chant of the Moon.” 
If the stars are in alignment, you may be lucky enough to find this record on colored vinyl (I 
recently found a yellow one). Perhaps some of you may have even seen Robert Drasnin when 
he performed at the Tiki Oasis back in 2008. 


Perez Prado’s “Voodoo Suite” is the “In-A-Gadda-Da-Vida” of jungle jazz. From exotic 
drumming and primitive shouts and grunts to smooth jazz beats, this 23-minute piece makes 
you wish you were prowling on all fours like a tiger, hunting scantily clad prey in the Jungle Rock 
Room at the Madonna Inn. Listen to it in its entirety, and if you stumble across this record in 
the wild do not hesitate in buying it. Pounce on it! In my humble opinion, this composition is a 
masterpiece. 


If you are a fan of the Yusef Lateef’s jazz flute, but love Martin Denny-ish bird and animals calls, 


you will thoroughly enjoy Provocatif: 9 Exotic Motifs by john McFarland. Released in 1959, this 
album is a tad rare but can still be found in Jazz and Exotica sections time to time. After all, a 
treasure seeker must dig. 


The 1956 album Tanganyika, composed by Buddy Collette, drifts my mind to memories 
of sitting at Specs’ Twelve Adler Museum Café under the painting of Sonia Simmons, sipping a 
highball and playing a game of Fox & Geese on their tattered old checkerboard. There is some- 
thing to be said about this mysteriously dark, yet smoooooth-sounding jazz album, which brings 
dreams of nostalgia. 


Nicely snuggled between my Chaino and Tak Shindo records, these are just a few of the 
late-1950s jazz albums with voodoo theme covers that | have collected and enjoy. | hope you 
seek one or two of them out at your favorite music store and enjoy them as well. 
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
